MODERN JOURNALS VERSUS 
PARTY ORGANS. 


The following profound conundrum 


is projected from vacuity into vacancy 


by that murky, mushy and mawkish 
private organ known as the Trombone: 


Can it be possible that the stalwart Re- 
r newspaper is going out of date, is 
n the decline? 


To any independent, self-respecting 
modern journalist, to answer this 
question is odious. The stalwart Re- 
publican newspaper, animated by 
principle, inspired by manly motives 
and controlled by capable and self- 
respecting owners and editors,is not 
going out of date, but is today in the 
full flush of its power and influence, 
more than ever at any other time in 
the history of American journalism. 
It is the purely party and private or- 
gan, with no mind or will of its own 
and no courage to either support or 
oppose a Man or a Measure, except as 
it receives back-door orders or permis- 
sion from its masters, that is going 
out of date; in fact, that is gone 
out of date. The era of this 
sort of weak and unreliable or- 
gan, «which was never entitled 
5 dens of being called a news- 
m less a journal, has been 
happily relegated to the limbo of 
things that were. It was never a use- 
ful species of publication, and we re- 
gard it as an auspicious day for the 
Republic when such prints are few and 
far between. The organ pure and 
simple had no courage, small ability, 
no independence, weak integrity, no 
reliability, and it never told a truth or 
printed the news unless in doing so it 
was able to fleece or placate its mas- 
ters, and served the miserable expedi- 
ence of the hour. If there was cor- 
ruption in the party or in office to be 
assailed; if there was a manly fight to 
be made within the ranks of the party; 
if there was a scoundrel to be at- 
tacked, ora thief to be exposed, the 
work was never done by the subser- 
vient organ,“ for fear it would “hurt 
the party.“ The common practice 
with the party organ in the old 
time was to distort facts, sup- 
press the truth and mangle records 
at will for the sake of supposed party 
advantage—we say supposed“ be- 
cause, in fact, it was no party advan- 
tage to thus violate the sanctity of 
truth, when the facts had to come out 
sooner or later to cover with confusion 
the paltry tinkerers and miserable 
men who thus trifled with truth for 
the sake of mere temporary advantage. 
The party’s organ of the past had 
small circulation, weak influence, 
little self-respect and less reliability. 
It did not possess, nor did it deserve, 
the confidence of the community or 
the willing support of the populace, 
Turn now to the regenerated and re- 
deemed modern political journal—the 
journal that gives free and unbought 
support to its chosen political princi- 
ples and to the party rightly organized 
for carrying those political principles 
into practical effect. The contrast be- 
tween such a journal and the party 
organ of the past is striking, the 
distance between the two immeas- 
urable. The modern journal, when 
honestly conducted, though it may at 
times be intensely partisan, is never 
slavish nor subservient; it neither sup- 
presses nor distorts the truth at the 
dictation of party leaders, or through 
teur of party proscription. It has a 
soul of its own, and is ever able to pro- 
claim the fact. It does not abate its 
independence, sell its columns or trem- 
ble at the frown of ward bosses, Gov- 
ernors, Congressmen, Senators, or Pres- 
idents. Giving its adhesion freely, it 
is able to bring to the support of its 
chosen party a power, an influence in- 
conceivable in the truckling organ of 
the olden time. With large circula- 
tion, wide fame and uuimpeached mo- 
tives, it is able to render vast and sub- 
stantial service to the organization, 
the measures and the men whom it be- 
lieves to be mostly nearly right on the 
great questions that affect the 
rights of the citizens and the 
welfare of the MKepublic. Main- 
taining always its sacred and in- 
disputable right to criticize men, 
measures and motives, it stillis able 
to render to ite chosen party the very 
best possible service, without being 
answerable to it in the sense that the 
old-time party organ was answerable. 
In short, it fights manfully for funda- 
mental principles, but, knowing the
